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DETAILED ACTION 

1. An Applicant's Preliminary Amendment filed on September 7, 2004 has been entered. 
Claims 1, 9, 14, 20, 25, 29, 34, 35, 40, 51-53, and 55-58 have been amended. Overall, claims 1- 
59 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following three patentably distinct 
species: the species of Figure 14 (state of a catalyst), the species of Figure 15 (state of the engine 
and of a valve), and the species of Figure 17 (desired engine torque). The species are 
independent or distinct because each discloses a different operating condition based on which a 
specified number of cylinders or valves is activated or deactivated. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 9, 14-20, 25, 29, and 51-59 appear to be generic. 
Claims 12, 13, 26-28, and 36-50 appear to read on the species of Figure 14. Claims 2-4, 7, 8, 10, 
1 1, 21, 22, 24, 30, 31, and 33-35 appear to read on the species of Figure 15. And claims 5, 6, 23, 
and 32 appear to read on the species of Figure 17. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
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thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Michael Hall on November 13, 2006 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1 .
